ASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—The 

Democratic tariff revision bill, 

first on the programme of *-- 
forms mapped out when President 
Wilson came into office, advanced to 
its last Coffgressional stage today 
when it was brought back to the 
House from the joint conference with 
the unanimous indorsement of the 
Democratic conferees. Leaders in 
both houses of Congress were cunfi- 
dent tonight that the bill, virtually 
complete now, would be signed by 
President Wilson before the end of 
this week. 

The bill will scarcely leave the cen- 
ter of the stage before the currency 
bill, next in line, will be forced upon 
the attention of th 
incident with consideration with this 
will begin the administration work 
upon the anti-trust and railroad con- 
trol programmes that are to be 
brought forward when the December 
session opens. 

The tariff conference report went to 
the House today soon after that body 
convened at noon. 

During the morning the full con- 
ference committee convened by 
Chairman Simmons, had given the re- 
port its formal approval. Senators 
Simmons, Williams, Johnson and 
Shively and Representatives Under- 
wood, Kitchen, Dixon and Rainey, the 
Democrats who have adjusted all dif- 
ferences between the Senate and 
House except the cotton futures tax 
proposition, signed the final report, 
while the Republicans and Progres- 
sive members declined to sign. 

The House will take up the tariff 
bill at 11 o'clock tomorrow and it is 
believed that it will be passed before 
adjournment. It is éxpected to reach 
the Senate Wednesday and to pass 
that body by Thursday.

Receipts, $1,029,000,000; expendi- 
tures, $1,013,000,000; surplus, $16,- 
000,000. 

For the year ending July 1, 1915: 

Receipts, $1,026,000,000; expendi- 
tures, $1,008,000,000; surplus, $18,- 
000,000. 

The estimated receipts under the 
customs tariff, the income tax and 
the corporation tax, embraced in the 
new tariff are given as foliows: 

For 1914: | 

Customs revenues, $270,000,000; 
income tax (ten months,) %66,000,- 
000; corporation tax, $38,000,000. 

For 1915: 

Customs revenues, 
income tax, $83,000,000; 
tax, $39,000,000.

“But customs revenues will 
larger for the current fiscal year, 
1914,” said Senator Simmons, “be- 
cause the rates of the Payne-Aldrich 
law have been in force for the first 
quarter and will continue in force on 
wool and woolen goods until Janu- 
ary 1 and on sugar until March 1. 
When the next fiscal year begins, 
July 1, 1914, all the rates of the new 
law will be in operation and the tar- 
iff duties collected will be smaller. 

“The income tax which is collected 
for the calendar year can be col- 
lected for only ten months of the 
present year, as the law specifies that 
collections shall not go back of 
March 1, 1913. The estimated in- 
crease in the total expenditures of the 
government for 1915, $5,000,000, is 
based on the fact that smaller ex- 
penditures are expected for the army 
and navy estimates.” 

The balance total of the estimates, 
as given In the treasury estimates is 
made up of postal receipts, in regard 
to the revenue receipts, the profits 
from public land sales and other 
sources of Federal income.

effect January 1, were worked out at 
the meeting of the State Board of 
Edueation in the Capitol Saturday. 

The most tmportant point decided 
by the board was the determination 
of thirty calendar years as the length 
of service entitling a teacher to a pen- 
sion. To be counted and a year six 
months must be spent out of each 
school year in teaching, but no allow- 
ance will be made as an extra year 
for summer teaching in addition to 
winter teaching. 

Before January 1, every teacher de- 
sirous of coming under the pension 
‘law must declare intention of doing so 
on applications which will be sent to 
every teacher in the State. If she 
or he comes under the law, $1 will! 
be deducted from the salary for each 
teaching month. No teacher will be 
eligible for a pension who has not 
paid $360 in this manner, though if 
the thirty years have been served, the 
difference to make up $260 can be 
deducted from the pension payments. 

It is expected that about $100,000 
a year will be raised eaca year by the 
payment of $1 monthly. It is ex- 


pected the system will be self-sup- 
porting.

—President Woodrow Wilson, 
in a letter to the American 
Road Congress at Detroit. 


DETROIT, Sept. 29.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Over 6000 live American 
citizens from virtually every State In 
the Union swept Into Detroit today to 
impress on the country the immediate 
necessity of highway improvement, 
Representing twenty-eight different 
associations, all the way from automo- 
bile clubs to grangers’ organizations, 
these energetic fellows declared that 
if the high cost of living is the most 
important question of the hour, the 
way to the solution of the problem 
is the way of good roads. With smooth 
highways, foodstuffs and farm produce 
will be much cheaper, and without 
good roads the old enigma never will 
be solved, is their contention. 

The congress of road experts its 
headed by Secretary of Agriculture 
David F.. Houston, who, however, is 
sharing the honors with A. W. Camp- 
bell, deputy minister of Canadian rall- 
ways and canals. President Wilson, 
Speaker Champ Clark and other na- 
tional top-liners sent notes of regret, 
and all congratulated the American 
Road Congress, the mother society, on 
its laudable aims and purposes. 

HOUSTON OPENS UP. 

Secretary of Agriculture Houston 
made his principal address this after- 
noon at the Wayne Gardens, where 
the congress is in session. Tonight he 
was feted at a banquet, with other 
guests, by the Detroit Board of Com- 
merce. While the Secretary is a quiet, 
non-communicative official, wholly un- 
like his hand-shaking predecessors, 
he rather surprised the highway dele- 
gates by strong intimations that Uncle 
Sam may contribute generously to the 
cause of good roads. 

He said that today twenty-four 
States have reasonably efficient high- 
way commissions and thirty-three 
have central agencies of more or less 
importance. Most of these organiza- 
tions have been founded within the 
last decade. 

“There are cOmplex problems to be 


solved in many States before 
the most efficient expenditures 
of money by States and com- 


munities before roads can be seé- 
cured,” said Secretary Houston. “And 
there are many to be worked out be- 
fore one can rationally expect the 
Federal government largely to par- 
ticipate. Who shall say how ald should 
be apportioned so that the States may 
receive equitable treatment? Shall it 
be apportioned equally among the 
States on the basis of total popula- 
tion, farm population, area, taxable 
valuation, road mileage, or all these; 
and shoulaé Federal money be ex- 
pended exclusively through its own 
agencies for a certain system? What 
roads are to be improved? 

‘There are approximately 2,250,000 
miles of publicly-owned roads in the 
nation. Half of this mileage is utilized 
for post roads and less than 10 per 
cent. of the total can be classed as 
improved in any large sense. Shall we 
undertake to apply ald to all the 
roads, or shall we consider this a task 
too gigantic? Shall we apply it to 
the rural routes or shall we regard 
this as equally beyond reason? Or 
shall we single out certain directions 
in which central roads shall run, and 
if so, how? Is it not clear that this 
opens up a field where petty politics, 
community interest and individual 
selfishness may run riot? Assuming 
“that we have settled this, for what 
purpose shall the ald be granted and 
In what proportion? Shall it be ex- 
clusively for construction, exclusively 
for maintenance, or for both? Shall 
it be to pay the entire cost of elther 
or both of these items, or shall it be 
dependent on equal or larger contri- 
butions by the States and communi- 
tiles? Shall the ald come through votes 
of money out of the treasury or from 
the sale of bonds? 

“That the suggestion of Federal ald . 
to road building raises grave ques-

The five powers will still act to- 
gether in making loans to the Chinese 
government for general administra- 
tive purposes, but each of the powers 
has been left free to support any of 
its citizens in floating loans for rail- 
roads and other industrial projects 
and for provincial purposes. 

The declared object of the original 
agreement, it is pointed out here, was 
to prevent an international scramble 
to lend China money, but such a 
scramble is in progress.

NEW YORK POLITICIAN SUFFERS 
STROKE OF APOPLEXY. 


Reels on the Stage While Making 
Speech for Fusion Candidate for 
Mayor and Is Taken to Uptown 
Hotel, Where His Condition Is 
Reported as Serious. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—Timothy 
L. (Woodruff, former IlIdeutenant- 
Governor of New York. was stricken 
tonight in Carnegie Hall just as he 
concluded an address at the fusion 
notification méeting. Physicians who 
attended Mr. Woodruff announced 
that he suffered a stroke of paraly- 
sis and said his condition was serious. 

As he was speaking, Mr. Woodruff 
turned to John Purroy Mitchel, the 
fusionist candidate for Mayér, and 
complained of a pain in his knee. 
He continued his address, however, 
but as he concluded he reeled and 
would have fallen had not Mr. 
Mitchel and others on the platform 
supported him. 

Mr. Wootruff was carried to an 
anteroom where he was attended by 
two physicians. Later he was re- 
moved to his apartments in an up- 
town hotel, accompanied by Mra. 
had attended the 
meeting with him. 

Timothy L. Woodruff. who is 65 
years old, has been a political figure 
in New York State for near thirty 
years. Up to a year ago, when he 
left the Republican party and joined 
the Progressives, there were few Re- 
publican conventions which he did 
not attend as a delegate, In 1888 he 
was a delegate to the Republican 
national convention and at the 1908 
convention he nominated James S. 
Sherman for Vice-President. From 
1897 to 1903 Mr. Woodruff was Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of New York. 

For years Mr. Woodruff was chair- 
man of the Republican State Commit- 
tee, leader of the Republicans in 
Kings county, embracing Brooklyn, 
and a dominant adviser in his party's 
politics of the State. Leaders were 
accusto to meet for conferences 
at Kamp Kill Kare, his Adirondacks 
estate, which was purchased recently 
by Alfred G. Vanderbilt. 

When Col. Roosevelt organized the 
Progressive party, Mr. Woodruff left 
the Republican party and aligned 
himself with the colonel, subsequently 
assuming the Progressive leadership 
in Brooklyn.

Mr. Moore pointed to opportunity 
of reciprocal expansion of foreign 
trade as a commendable feature of the 
pending tariff legislation and opposed 
any serious suggestion that might be 
made to have the Consular Service 
divorced from the Department of 
State and placed under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Departments of Commerce 
and Treasury. 

James A. Farrell argued for en- 
largement of ocean transportation fa- 
cilities to meet foreign trade  in- 
creases. 

The necessity of a better merchant 
marine as a medium to control South 
American trade was emphasized by 
Mr. Leguia. The new currency legis- 
lation when enacted will help to bring 
this country into closer tfade relations 
with South American countries, he 
said.

[The Outlook:] Four new words are 
added to the English language every day, 


if we may accept the dictionaries as a. 


standard of measurement. 
During the last three centuries the rate 


of growth of the dictionaries has been 1500 


w a year. In 1616 John Bullokar, the 
lexicographer, published his 
“Compleat English Dictionary,” with 5080 
words. Edward Phillips in 1658 was able to 
find 13,000 words for his “New World of 
English Words,” gnd his effort was in turn 
surpassed by the publication in 1720 of 
Nathan Balley’s dictionary, with a vocabu- 
lary of 45,000. 

Twenty-five years later appeared Doctor 


Johnson’s famous lexicon, which was not

by Noah Webster's American Dictionary. 


That the inventiveness of English writers 


did not abate during the later nineteenth 
century was

Isaas Funk's Standard Dictionary, contain- 


ing 318,000. 
There have been several editions of this, 


but the one soon to appear will eclipse them 
all.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24—One of the 
most gigantic and unjustifiable land grabs, 


in the ‘guise of Pinchotic “conservation,” 


ever perpetrated upon Uncle Sam was called 
to the attention of the Senate this week by 
Senator Ashurst of Arizona. 

The original act authorizing the Presi- 
dent by proclamation to crea 


on March 3, 1891, while 
arrison was President. “The 


creation of these reserves,” said Senator 
Chamberlain, “was recognized as almost a 
necessity at that time in order to protect 
the great wealth of timber and mineral re- 
sources against monopolization. In the 
creation of these reserves it became nec- 
essary to include lands that were owned by 
entrymen under the several Federa! stat- 
utes, railroad and wagon-road grants and 
others who had acquired holdings before 
the reserve was created.” 

These conditions suggested the evolution 
of a monstrous robbery of the United States 
under the operations of an act that was 
beneficent in its design. Occasionally there 
would be a homestead near the top of a 
mountain, or on @ mountainside, or in an 
isolated valley at the time of an executive 
proclamation creating a reserve. These 
holdings were of course not extinguished 
by the creation of the reserves; but where 


man under the land laws there were huna- 
dreds of thousands of acres that belonged 


railroad and wagon-road grant compa- 


nies, and others who, through mesne con- 
veyances, had acquired title from them. 
Shortly after the election of Mr. McKin- 
ley in 1896 a plaintive cry filled the corri- 
dors of Congress in behalf of the poor en- 
tryman who had a home in the center of a 
reserve without possibility of having any 
neighbors or churches or schools. It was 
demanded in behalf of this poor man that 
he ought to be allowed to surrender his lit- 
tle holding in the reserve which could 


never be otherwise than isolated; and that 


he should be permitted to select in lieu 
thereof other lands outside of the reserve 
where he would have the benefit of neigh- 
bors, schools and churches. What was life

It was composed in the office of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad 
Company. It was gotten up for the purpose 
of enabling ft to release its holdings with- 
in the forest reserves and to take up in lieu 
thereof other vacant government lands in 
other sections of the country which were 
far more valuable for all purposes than were 
the lands within the reserves. 

This was the origin of the indemnity se- 
lection or lieu land law. It was conceived 


in railroad rapacity and it resulted in rob- 


bing the people of many millions “in : land 
and money. 
On June 4, 1897, passed the in- 
demnity selection law, ostensibly in the in- 
terest of the entryman who had his home 
within the forest reserve, allowing him, and 
incidentally all others who had ho 
within the reserves, to release their hold- 
ings to the government and to take up lands 
elsewhere in lieu of the lands which they 
might surrender to the government. 
The.law would have been harmless if it 
had been limited to settlers, but it applied

_ By 1906, after Roosevelt had. entered upon 
his second term, public attention had been 
attracted to the robbery. A demand was 


made for legislation that would put a stop 


to it, and on March 3, 1906, there was passed 


and approved “an act prohibiting the selec. 
tion of timber lands in lieu of lands in for- 
est reserves.” As originally introduced that 


law read: 


“Be it enacted, etc. That the acts of 


June 4, 1897, June 6, 1900, and March 3, 1901, 


are hereby repealed so far as they provide 
for the relinguishment, selection and pat- 


| enting of lands in lieu of tracts covered by 


an unperfected bona fide c« 
u e Weyerhauser synd 
by Gifford Pinchot, had in 
got busy. They had secured vast tracts of 
the lands granted to the Northern Pacific 
Company in Oregon and Washington. They 
succeeded in adding to the law 
the indemnity lieu land law the following: 
“But the validity of contracts entered 
into by the Secretary of the Interior . prior 
to the passage of this act shall not be im- 
paired: Provided, That selections hereto- 
fore made in Heu of lands relinquished to 
the United States may be perfected and 
patents issue therefor the same as though 
this act had not been passed, and if for any 
reason not the fault of the party 
the same any pending selection is held in- 


valid another selection for like quality of 


land may be made in lieu thereof.” 

Congress promptly proceeded to lock the 
stable after the horse was stolen. Pinchot 
smiled a smile as broad as the delta of the 
Mississippi, and Roosevelt glinted his glass 
eyes with a complaisant glint when the act 
of March 3, 1905, became a law. 

In the debate in the Senate last week in 
which the lieu land inquiry was thorough- 
ly overhauled attention was called to a 
speech made in June, 1913, by Congressman 
Humphreys of Washington. That gentle 
man said in substance: 

“By executive order vast forest reserves 
were created in Arizona, some entirely tree- 
less. At first these reserves did not in- 
clude much railroad land.” 

But Pinchot, Chief Forester, was dissatis- 
fied with this condition. He claimed that 
the interest of forest preservation demand- 
ed the acquisition of more land on which 
there were no trees. So 1,200,000 acres of 
treeless land belonging to the Santa Fe 
road was “reserved” and the company gave 
it up without a murmur for the best gov- 
ernment land to be found anywhere in twen- 
ty-two States. Fifty-three thousand acres 
of land were selected in the State of Wash- 
ington, although the company does not own 
a mile of land within 800 miles of that 
State. 

In the San Francisco mountain reserve in 


Arizona were 800,000 acres of land valued 


by the railroad company at from 5 to 15 
cents per acre. The company obtained in 
exchange for this land worth from $5 to $16 
per acre, 

“The Grand Canyon Forest Reserve was 
created in Arizona. This reserve contained 
75,000 acres of Santa Fe land‘also. These 
375,000 acres were also mostly worthless. 
But in the name of conservation, and with 
the active assistance of the Forest Serv- 
ice, for these 375,000 acres of worthless land 
the Santa Fe Railroad was permitted to se- 
lect 380,000 acres of the best of the public 
lands that yet remained. It was afterwards 
discovered that through some mistake they 
had been allowed to take 6000 acres too 


much, but this little insignificant error was 


never corrected. Thus, more than a million 
and a quarter acres of our best public lands 
were given in the name of conservation to 
the Santa Fe Railroad for practically no 
consideration whatever. Is it any wonder 
that the officials of Fe Railroad 
were great conservationis 
By these various exchange operations the 
Tnited States has been robbed of over one 
hundred millions of dollars for which Roose- 
velt and Pinchot.and their allies in the Pro- 
gressive clan are largely responsible.

Season's First Flight.

Roy Knabenshue, who has been at 
work six months constructing a ~-«- 
markably large dirigible balloon, and 
who has made a number of | trial 
flights in the past few weeks, yester- 
day made his first trip with women 
passengers. He sailed over Pasadena 
for about an hour and with him were 
his wife, Mr. and Mrs. Clarence PF. 
Smith of Smith Brothers, Los Ange- 
lea, and Carlton Holmes, one cf 
Knabenshue’s assistants, who always‘ 
accompanies him on the flights and 
helps sail the airship. Smith Broth- 
ers handie the Peerle&s and Ohio elec- 
tric in Los Angeles. 

Knabenshue yesterday flew over the 
elty at a height of about 600 feet. 
He singled out the hotele—the Green, 
the Raymond, e Huntington and 
the Maryland—from which he ex- 
pects to recruit Many passengers next 
winter. The leisurely flight was 
watched with interest by many per- 
sons. A speed of about twenty-five 
miles an hour was maintained, ai- 
though Knabenshue says his dirigible. 
is capable of doing forty miles an 
hour. 

“I shall make a flight now every 
morning,” the aviator said yesterday. 
“I shall start about 8 o’clock in the 
morning. Already I have a great 
many prospective passengers, and, of 
course, each wants to see the others 
fly first. Although I expect to take 
the balloon to Los Angeles and the 
beach towns later on, for a time I 
shall fly over Pasadena comparative- 
ly near the ground. These flights will 
be made to inspire confidence in the 
dirigibie.” 

Knabenshue’s airship is 160 feet 
long and the envelope holds 76,090 
cubic feet of gas. It has a total lift 
ing power of 56000 pounds and the 
envelope, motor, fusilage and other 
equipment it carries weighs 3000 
pounds, leaving a passenger-carrying 
capacity of 2000 pounds. It is at 
present equipped with seats for six 
passengers, but is so constructed that 
more can be added. It has two pro- 
pellera, one on either side of the mo- 
tor, and a rudder formed of six large 
planes. It was with the rudder that 
Knabenshue had the most trouble. 
The airship was originally built with 
a single-plane rudder, about half the 
size of one of the planes now used. 
This was enlarged several times, but 
still would not control the airship 
with precision. Knabenshue, since

It is possible that she is not quite sure 
of her hands, but this is a littie thing 
to notice and I thing it might escape 
observation were it not for the beauty 
of her arms. If she is not quite fer- 
vent in her weeping her climaxes of 
anger are magnificent and her gales 
of laughter are sweeping and free. 
Her gowns are enchanting and she 
wears them after the manner born. 
This is a trite compliment to a lady of 


of ohne who understands which makes 
her art convincing. I feel sure that 
her welcome here will have nothing to 
do with society in the end, but will 
rest on the merited appreciation of a 
wider public.

TREES VIOLATE 
DRY ORDINANCE. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SANTA BARBARA, Sept. 29. 
—-[Exclusive Dispatch.] The 
old oak trees of Montecfto are 
dispensing intoxicants and 
thereby breaking the dry ordi- 
nance which rules that aristo- 
cratic suburb of Santa Bar- 
bara. 

Recently it was discovered 
that the oaks were affected 
with a disease resulting from 
the sting of the ‘bark beetle, 
and Horticultural Commission- 
er Beers noticed that multi- 
tudes of wasps were feeding 
hungrily or thirstily on the sap 
oozing from the trees. Mr. 
Beers also noticed that the 
wasps seemed to be stupefied. 
He secured portions of the 
bark and forwarded them to 
Prof. George E. Coleman of 
the University of California, 
who, during the summer, made 
an exhaustive study of the work 
of the bark beetle, while a 
guest of Montecito citizens. 

Now comes Prof. Coleman’s 
report, which shows that the 
oozing sap contains alcohol . 
and sugar, that the wasps are 
attracted and become actually 
drunk. An extract from Prof. 
Coleman's report says: ‘The 
fermentation of the sap is 
caused by a yeast fungus, 
which produces alcohol and a 
residue of sugar. The hornets 
find this alcohol pleasant to 
the taste, and the results of an 
over-indulgence is the same as 
it is with the human speci- 
mens, they get drunk and fall 
down.”

UTHORS usually waste their 
Ace time and the editor's when 

they bring scripts to him in per- 
son. As has been said, great concen- 
tration of mind is necessary to the 
proper appraisement of a scenario, 
and this cannot be applied when the 
author is looking anxiously over the 
reader’s shoulder and panting in his 
ear. There afe a great many things 
to be taken into consideration in de- 
ciding on a script, and it has to 
go through more than one pair of 
hands. We will not give snapshot 
judgment on a scenario. 

scripts should be mailed 
to the editor with name and address 
attached, and return postage inclosed. 
Then they will be read quietly and 
carefully, when other duties are not 
pressing and the mood is propitious. 

The procedure in the various 
studios varies in detail, but with us 
it is as follows: The editor reads all 
scripts. submitted, after entering the 
author’s name, address and the title 
of the story under the date received. 
When same is returned or bought the 
transaction is noted opposite the 
receipt of entry, and on proper ‘date. 
Those which are obviously unavail- 
able are immediately returned; those 
which are possible are laid aside. The 
latter are read a second time, and 
the few which survive this perusal 
are to the manager with the 
editor’s recommendation. If they are 
approved by the manager they are 
returned into the hands of the edi- 
tor, and negotiations are opened with 
the authors. These completed, the 
scenarios are filed with the rest of 
the “stock on hand” to be put. ays 
the various 
may demand. 

While a director is producing a pic- 
ture he has another script, some- 
times several, in hand, making his 
preparations for future work. When 
a story is assigned to a director he 
talks it over with the manager and 
the editor (if it has been written 
or largely reconstructed by the lat- 
ter) and often himself makes exten- 
sive additfons or valuable 


which are incorporated by the edi- 
torial staff into a redraft of the plot. 
He then casts his characters from 
among his players, with the ap- 
proval of the manager, and proceeds 
to prepare for “putting it on.” Some 
directors make a brief summary of 
each scene on a “dope sheet” and 
abandon the original script entirely 
during the course of production, after 
digesting the author’s idea of the 
“business” of each scene: others work 
directly from the scenario. 

After the cast is made out and 
posted on the call board, a scene 
plot of interior settings is prepared 
and handed to the scenic artist, a 
property plot to the head property 
man, a costume plot (if it is a cos- 
tume play) to the wardrobe man, 
etc. The plot is sometimes, though 
not always, read to the principal 
performers. Some directors prefer to 
explain the scenes one by one as they 
come to them. While the scenic artist 
and carpenters are preparing the in- 
terior settings (for use in the glass 
studio) or elaborate outdoor settings 
which have to be built, the director 
takes his people out to the exterior 
locations, which can be photographed 
in their natural state. The aim is 
to get natural locations whenever 
possible, and long and expensive trips 
are often made to enact a few scenes 
against a beautiful and fitting natural 
background. Many of the prominent 
people of Los Angeles have been very 
kind in allowing the use of the ex- 
teriors of their homes and their love- 
ly gardens in this way, and the 
architectural beauties of Los Angeles 
have been made famillar the world 
over through this medfum. 

All the scenes that require the 
same setting are made consecutively. 
For tnstance, the first, fourteenth and 
thirteenth scenes of a scenario may 
be laid tin the same  dining-room 
These are made without stopping for 
the intervening scenes; then the set 
is “struck” and another erected. In
